During this tight budget year, 
talk of an override has again sur- 
faced. 

But Selectmen Chairman 
John Hess and Selectman Ray 
Hender — both up for reelection 
—are being cautious of how they 
answer the question, “Would 
you support an override for this 
year?” 

Both selectmen are trying to 
convince véters they are still the 
right men for the job as they bat- 
tle candidate Alex Vispoli, for- 
mer Pay As You Throw Com- 
mittee member, for their seats 
on the Board of Selectmen. 

Vispoli answered the ques- 
tion by saying, “It doesn’t 
appear, right now, there’s a need 
for an OV erride. I wouldn’t have 
any inclination to support an 
override right now.”

But Vispoli said he does not 
think the “big picture” of 
Andover’s financial situation is 
completely in focus.

“The right answer is it’s too 
early for a one word answer,” 
said Hender when asked if he 
would back an override. 

Over the next few weeks, the 
selectmen and Finance Commit- 
tee will hear budget presenta- 
tions from every department 
head.

School Committee member 
Dick Collins — a candidate for 
reelection — said the secret 
“memorandum of understand- 
ing” that agreed to extend Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach’s con- 
tract and give specific pay raises 
is not valid without a vote. The 
School Committee's own policy 
book, he said, states votes must 
be made in public. 

Collins said he did not see the 
“memorandum of understand- 
ing” at the July 29, 2003 meet- 
ing, the day the agreement was 
signed. Collins later altered his 
statement to say he probably did 
see the document, but said he 
was not clear at the time what 
the document was.

NEW SYNAGOGUE 
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Neighbors oppose growth 


By Meir Rinde 

Neighbors of a proposed new 
Jewish temple and parking lot 
say the plan would cause too 
much traffic near their homes 
and on a driveway now used by 
the religious center. They took 
their fight to a Planning Board 
hearing Tuesday night. 

Residents of Marwood Drive, 
a cul-de-sac off Lowell Street, 
objected to having their street 
become the second access road 
for the Chabad Jewish center’s 
new synagogue. The plan would 
create too much traffic and pose 
a safety hazard, because a fire 
truck might not be able to reach 
the temple in case of an emer- 
gency, they said. 

“If people are parked in front 
of the houses, it’s hard for even a 


car to pass by,” Marwood Drive 
resident Valerie Kramer said. 

Rabbi Asher Bronstein said 
the center currently sees a maxi- 
mum of 40 parishioners at one 
time at its Shawsheen Square 
property, but he wants to build a 
worship hall that seats 200 in the 
expectation that membership 
will grow. In addition to the hall, 
the two-story building would 
have classrooms, offices, a 
kitchen and a ritual bath called a 
mikvah. 

The synagogue will cost an 
estimated $1.2 million and con- 
struction would take six to eight 
months after the Planning Board 
signs off on the site plan review 
that began last night, according 
to Bronstein and his architect, 
Charles Goldstein of North 


Andover. The proposal may also 
face a legal challenge from a 
landowner who says the plan 
would overburden a driveway 
that he owns and the center uses. 
Last night a lawyer for Cornelius 
Wood, who owns a paved drive- 
way that gives access to the cen- 
ter, also said the proposed 9,280- 
square-foot facility and adjoin- 
ing parking lot are too large for 
the 310 North Main St. site. The 
lot has 43,010 square feet. 

“This is fitting 10 pounds of 
development onto a five-pound 
site,” lawyer John E. Rattigan 
said. “This is a very small site.” 

State law exempts religious, 
charitable and educational insti- 
tutions from some local zoning 
restrictions, allowing the temple 
to be built in a residential area.

five minutes, but it seemed “a lot 
longer,” Max said. 

Then they heard a dog, saw a 
man and started screaming. It 
was Max’s neighbor and friend, 
Mclver, who was walking his 
Labrador. Mclver said he heard 
the boys and thought that was 
unusual because the area is 
remote. He followed the young 
voices and soon saw them in the 
water. “I recognized it was panic 
and they were screaming for 
help.” said the father of three, 
who is married to Mary Ellen 
(Wesson) Mclver. “I can’t 
remember thinking anything but 
how to get them out and what 
was the easiest way to do it.” 

He pulled off his coat and 
used the coat to pull both boys to 
safety. Then, he attempted to 
retrieve Abby, but fell through 
the ice himself. 

“T thought the water would be 
waist-deep, but it was up to my 
shoulders and I couldn't get out,” 
he said. “And, it was really cold.” 
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Using his feet, he kicked off 
his ankle-high boots as the ice 
around him broke away. He said 
it was easier to get through the 
broken ice, so he got himself out 
of the water on the opposite 
shore, pulling himself out with 
the help of some bushes. 

Mclver said he frequently 
walks his chocolate Labrador, 
Wessie, in the area. For the first 
time he can remember, the river 
froze this winter. Several weeks 
ago, Mclver even walked on the 
ice. “But, it had started to melt 
with the warmer weather,” said 
Mclver, who is president of the 
Andover Hockey Association. 

Nolin’s mom, Catherine 
Nolin, said the boys were 
extremely relieved when they 
saw Mclver. “My son was over 
his head and there was a‘mild 
current, too,” she said. “They 
were panicked and the dog was 
dog paddling to keep afloat.” 

Nobody required hospitaliza- 
tion, which was good news for 
the firefighters called to the 
scene. 
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Deputy Fire Chief James J. 
Dolan said last year’s Merri- 
mack River ice tragedy, where 
four boys died after falling 
through thin ice, was on every- 
one’s minds after a Washington 
Park resident reported the trou- 
ble. John ran to the complex, 
yelling for help after McIver res- 
cued him. His cousin stayed with 
Mclver and kept a tight hold on 
his dog. 

Catherine Nolin also said the 
Lawrence tragedy was on her 
mind as she unexpectedly came 
upon the rescue scene. She was 
wondering why the boys were 
taking so long and decided to 
look for them around the Shaw- 
sheen field when she saw several 
cruisers. “Somebody said they 
were getting a boat to rescue 
some boys and I just knew,” she 
said. “It was a scary 10 minutes 
until I heard everyone was OK.” 

After the rescue, both boys 
took hot showers and then sat 
down for a refresher course on 
ice safety. “They learned a good 
lesson. You can never tell where 
the edge of the water is. You 
can’t get too close,” she said of 
the boys, who are best friends. 
John, an eighth-grader who also 
attends West Middle, is the son 
of her sister Debbie Randall of 
Burnham Road. 

As for Abby, the family now 
makes her wear a choke collar 
for all walks, as that is much less 
likely to slip off. Abby was 
unfazed with all the media atten- 
tion as newspapers and televi- 
sion stations descended on the 
Shawsheen neighborhood last 
Sunday once news of the rescue 
got out. She is back to her curi- 
ous ways, digging her way out of 
the backyard and running across 
the street to help Wessie escape 
from her confines. “They’ve got 
a reputation in the neighbor- 
hood,” Mrs. Nolin softly chuck- 
led. “We call them Thelma and 
Louise.”

Allegedly connected to thefts from liquor stere, Historical Society, school

been responsible for a “mini-crime wave.”

The students — already charged with 
breaking into an Andover liquor store - 
have been arrested and charged in connec- 
tion to the Andover High School Media 
Center break-in that led to the loss of 
515,000 in media equipment. During the 
on-going investigation, police also found 
lawn furniture stolen from the Andover His- 
torical Society in one of the teenager's 
homes. 

Tait McCobb and Vincent Matera, both 
18, have been arrested and charged with 
receiving more than $250 in stolen property, 
after police found a stolen projector in Mat- 
era’s car, said police.

Four Toshiba laptop computers, three 
Toshiba LCD projectors, an old computer 
and a printer were taken from the Andover 
High media center on Wednesday, Jan. 7. 
Media librarian John Berube said a heavy 
wooden door was forcibly kicked in to get 
at the equipment, and the thieves seemed to 
know where to find it. 


$3,000 projector stolen from Andover High 
after a stopping Matera’s car last Friday, 
Feb. 20. 

“It’s all up to Officer Robin Cataldo, 
who made a great vehicle stop,” said Det 
Patrick Keefe, who has worked on the AHS 
case with detectives Bill Wallace and Mark 
Higginbottom. Cataldo pulled Matera over 
and saw him trying to hide a bag, said 
Keefe. After questioning Matera, Cataldo 
saw the projector and called Det. Mark Hig- 
ginbottom, who is leading the AHS break 
case. 

McCobb was arrested Monday evening, 
said police. 

While executing an arrest warrant for 
McCobb at his Locke Street home. police 
discovered lawn furniture stolen from the 
Andover Historical Society in September 
The three cast-iron pieces were in 
McCobb’s living room and were pointed out 
to police by McCobb’s mother, who said 
she didn’t know where they came from, said 
Keefe. 

Additional charges have not been filed 
yet in regards to the furniture, said police

| an’s daughter told her more 
than $260 in cash and gift cer- 
_ tificates was stolen from her 
| purse while she napped during 
| a recent Andover High School 
physical education class. 
| Shamshoyan said that theft and 
| the recent theft of a second 
| purse from her daughter's 
friend’s locker caused her to 
wonder how safe student’s 
belongings are at AHS. 

Six purses have been report- 
ed stolen at Andover High 
School since November, 
according to the Andover 

police log. 
| “It’s more than usual,” said 
Det. Sgt. Don Pattullo. “The 
problem is, too many people 
have access to those lockers.” 
Pattullo said police are working 
on leads. 

Shamshoyan’s daughter’s 
purse was taken on Friday, Feb. 
13, the day before school vaca- 
_ tion, when only four students 
| showed up to class that period, 
said Shamshoyan. Her daugh- 
ter’s teacher let the kids relax 
and her daughter reclined on a 
mat and fell asleep with her 
purse by her side. When she 
awoke, the purse was gone. 
Later, when it was recovered — 
| under a set of nearby bleachers 


— $60 in cash and more than 
$200 in gift cards were miss- 
ing. Shamshoyan said her 
daughter had plans to go to the 
mall with friends that night, so 
she took the cash and gift cards 
to school with her that day. 

“I do feel that it’s an issue at 
the high school,” she said. “1 
just think the parents should 
know about it.” 

Assistant Principal Marilyn 
Jordan said she isn’t aware of a 
rash of thefts, but acknowl- 
edged students belongings do 
disappear, especially from 
locker rooms. Jordan said a 
sign was posted in the locker- 
room areas to remind students 
to secure their belongings. She 
said a memo was also sent 
home warning students to take 
care of their designer clothes, 
music players and cell phones 
when they are at school. 

Jordan said part of the prob- 
lem is that students have a ten- 
dency to leave lockers 
unlocked and even to set down 
their belongings in hallways or 
in the cafeteria and leave them 
there by mistake. 

Jordan said students’ ten- 
dency not to report the losses 
for long periods of time make 
the missing items impossible to 
track down. “Not every kid lets 
us know,” said Jordan.

Effect of cuts 
must be clear 


Editor, Townsman: 

I believe it is almost certain 
that Andover is going to again 
ask its citizens to pass a Proposi- 
tion 2 override to pay for oper- 
ating expenses. This will be the 
third time that we will go 
through this exercise since 
Proposition 24 became a law. 
The previous two attempts easi- 
ly passed Town Meeting and 
both were soundly defeated at 
the ballot box. 

It is established law that only 
be secret ballot can a communi- 
ty override Proposition 24. The 
procedure we followed in the 
two previous overrides was to 
present the request for money at 
Town Meeting and, when the 
appropriation passed. we then 
went on to set up a special time 
and place for the town to con- 
duct a secret ballot on the ques- 
uon. 

This has been a very costly 
and wasteful strategy on the part 
of our town. It requires setting 
up a separate ballot and place to 
vote and it carries all of the 
inherent costs associated with 
this procedure. These are costs 
that Andover can ill afford to 
spend 

I suggest that we reverse the 
procedure. We first vote on the 
override and that we do so at the 
March elections instead of hav- 
Ing a separate and costly ballot 
session. If the override passes I 
am sure Town Meeting will 
appropriate the money. If not 
that ends it and our managers 
can go back to managing within 
the constraints of the budget. 
Either way the town saves a sig- 
nificant amount of money and 
we could use the savings to help 
the budget deficiencies instead 
of wasting the money as we 
have done in the past 

I have one other suggestion, 
that town officials commit to 
presenting us with clear, concise 
definitions of the town’s needs. 
They should not color or exag- 
gerate the needs in order to sell 
the override to the town. In the 
past two overrides, officials have 
confused the issue of teacher 
layoffs. The first override called 
for 37 teachers to be laid off if 
Proposition 2/ failed and this 
didn’t happen. The second over- 
ride called for teachers to be laid 
off if it failed. The School Com- 
mittee assured the town that the 
threat of layoffs was real and if 
2/ failed, every layoff planned 
would be carried out. After the 
vote the superintendent declared 
she never said there would be 
layoffs. Sometime later on, I 
understand there were layoffs, 
This confusion on the part of the 
school officials does not help 
residents decide if an override is 
really needed.

State needs to take action to halt mercury in fish 


Editor, Townsman: 

I strongly urge support for 
state Sen. Susan Tucker for her 
leadership on an important pro- 
posed bill that will address an 
issue that is of critical impor- 
tance to many of us in the Merm- 
mack Valley: mercury pollution. 

Mercury is a dangerous neu- 
rotoxin that is building up in fish. 
A recent study from the Harvard 
School of Public Health found 
irreversible brain damage in 
teenagers born to women who 
ate high amounts of seafood that 
contained mercury. The Environ- 


pending in Massachusetts that 
would phase out the use of mer- 
cury-containing products and 
keep the mercury out of inciner- 
ators, the environment and the 
fish we eat. 

Tucker has shown incredible 
dedication to protecting the 
health of Massachusetts resi- 
dents, not only by filing this leg- 
islation but by fighting for it as 
well. She has recently spear- 
headed a “dear colleague” letter 
supporting the bill, which will be 
delivered to the chairmen of the 
Natural Resources Committee 


(Sen. Pamela Resor from Acton 
and Rep. William Greene from 
Billerica). The letter is still in 
circulation at the Statehouse and 
at time of my writing nearly half 
our state representatives and 
more than half of our state sena- 
tors had signed on to this letter. 
In these times of environmen- 
tal rollbacks on the national 
level, it is leadership like Tuck- 
er’s on the state level that we 
must count on to protect our 
health and our environment.

Before markets were supersized 


the Townsman had “Past and 
Present’ pictures of a build- 
ing with the present build- 
ing dominated by Bertucci’s 
restaurant. The “past” 
building showed it as a busi- 
ness school. When I was 
growing up in the 40s and 
50s the building was the 
A&P grocery store (and for 
you folks older than I am, 
before it was the A&P it was 
Shorten’s Garage). 

Anyway. the A&P was one of the biggest stores 
in Andover: yet, you'd have a struggle trying to 
liken it to today’s supermarkets. Much of the shop- 
ping at the A&P was done by handing a list to a 
clerk. He would pick out the foodstuffs and dry- 
goods, bag them, and hand them over the counter 
to the customer. Well-stocked shelves, sophisticat- 
ed marketing and background music were in the 
future. Although A&P would lead the way into 
the world of giant supermarkets and was doing so 
in places like California, it took quite a bit of time 
for the concept to be accepted in New England. 

Folks interested in details might want to know 
that the word "supermarket" was coined in Cali- 
fornia in the 1920s and that the shopping cart was 
patented in the 1930s. A&P. which started in 1859 
as the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company, was 
so big in 1950 that 10 cents of every food dollar 
spent in the United States went into A&P’s cash 
drawers 

Even so, at mid 20th Century. in Andover and 
in much of America, much of the food purchasing 
occurred at home. In the moming, the milkman 
left a pre-ordered quantity of dairy products at the 
back door. When the milkman’s square-shaped 
truck was in motion, the bottles on board made 
pleasant jingling sounds as they clinked together. 
The refrigeration was ice thrown on bottles and 
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Bill Dalton 
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would leave a 
trail of water 
as they mean- 
dered from 
driveway to 
driveway and 
the ice melt- 
ed. On hot 
summer 
days, chil- 
dren would 
beg for chips 
of ice from 
the milkman. 

A couple of times a week, a bakery truck would 
stop by and sell bread and pie. On Fridays, the 
greengrocer would make his rounds in a multi- 
shelved truck. During the growing season some of 
the produce was local, grown on the farms of West 
Andover. 

My mother told me that a few years before I 
was born (1943) the butcher’s wagon came by on 
Saturdays to sell meat for the big Sunday meal. I 
imagine that the local dog population (unleashed 
then, of course) must have enjoyed this visit and 
probably followed the truck around. 

I suppose that the affluence of post war Ameri- 
ca with its household appliances as well as the pro- 
liferation of the second family car (rather uncom- 
mon until well into the 1950s) provided the oppor- 
tunity and mobility for housewives to leave the 
house and shop. Although the A&P chain has sur- 
vived some rough times, it is still a big nationwide 
business. The A&P in Andover did not do so well, 
perhaps because the building lacked the ground 
floor square footage necessary to be a supermar- 
ket. But I’m no expert on such matters; I just 
remember it was there when I was a kid.

Study inconclusive 


School Committee 
waits to decide fate 
of laptop program 


By Ben Hellman 

Researchers who spent two years studying the effect of giving 
each student their own laptop computer say they cannot conclude 
whether laptops lead to higher student achievement. The announce- 
ment at Tuesday’s Schoo] Committee meeting followed almost a 
year of waiting for data that could help the School Committee 
decide the fate of its long-term pilot program. 

Damien Bebell of Boston College spent two years studying 
South Elementary School's pilot laptop program as part of a larger 
technology research study. 

South Elementary students did better than students at other 
Andover elementary schools on the English portion of the Massa- 
chusetts Comprehensive Assessment System. But because South 
Elementary students were not pretested and were not randomly 
selected, there are many factors that could contribute to how well 
they perform on tests like the MCAS, said Bebell. “It’s not going to 
answer whether kids in Andover outperform (or answer) how 
would kids do without laptops,” said Bebell. Bebell’s entire report 
is available at www.intasc.org. 

Andover paid $8,000 to take part in the study, but South Ele- 
mentary Principal Eileen Woods said the college put in much more 
work than Andover paid for. Educators from around the US and 
abroad have visited South Elementary to see the program. Teachers 
have come from Kuwait, Spain and Northern Ireland, said Woods. 

Bebell repeated anecdotal information that he presented a year 
ago to the committee. At that time, members asked for harder data 
and said the program could not continue as a pilot forever. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach presented a plan to the committee 
last year about providing all Andover fifth-grade students with lap- 
tops. She said the plan would need to be supported by an outside 
grant. 

The committee did not discuss the future of the pilot on Tuesday, 
but committee chairwoman Tina Girdwood said the matter would 
be discussed at a future meeting.

Andover native discusses the football-playing road to recruitment 


Scoring on the college recruiting scene

EFENSIVE BACKS SHOULD SEND FILMS 
D>" them pulling down their 

best interceptions. Quarterbacks 
should forget about the blowout games and 
instead send films showing their 
strongest talents in the passing or 
running game. Linebackers need 
to focus on the plays where they 
attack runners laterally and dis- | 
play their speed. 

It’s all in a new guidebook 
written by former resident and 
Brown University standout 
James Perry for high school foot- 
ball players and their parents 
who want to learn how players 
get recruited by top colleges. 

The films sent to schools are 
crucial for players looking to be 
recruited, according to Perry’s 
book, /0 Must Do Steps on the 
Road to the Ivy League & Other Top 
Schools. 

But many parents and players don’t know 
what films to send, so they don’t send any. 
Another problem on the college recruiting 
scene is that too many parents and players 
wait too long to send films to college 
recruiters. Often, films simply never get sent, 
or they arrive after scholarship decisions 
have been made. 

“No matter how talented or smart a kid is, 
if a college didn’t get the information on 
time, then he couldn't be recruited,” said 
Perry, an Andover native and college 
recruiter. 

Perry comes home to Andover this Sun- 
day as a guest speaker at the Andover Fitness 
and Conditioning Center in Dundee Park. He 
said his 2 p.m. talk that day is ideal for high 
school football players in grades 9 to 11, and 
their parents. 

He plans to stress how important it is to

send video of the athletes to colleges. 

Currently the recruiting coordinator and 
quarterback coach at Williams College in 
western Massachusetts, Perry said he under- 
stands that making a football film is over- 
whelming, but it pays off. 

“Being good is great but if 
you want to get recruited it is 
sometimes not good enough. 
You must infect the system. 
You must get on the lists,” he 
says in his book. “Recruiters 
welcome information on 
recruits in whatever shape 
they can get it. They simply 
have time constraints that 
make hunting down uncooper- 
ative recruits impossible.” 

Perry strongly recommends 
e-mail, calling it “a recruiter’s 
best friend.” 

The bottom line is that par- 
ents need to take charge of their football- 
playing son’s road to recruitment, which 
translates to a college scholarship. 

“T get calls from prospects I haven’t heard 
from and it’s just too late,” said Perry, who 
grew up on Dascomb Road where his par- 
ents still live. “We miss out on good kids and 
kids miss out, too.” 

He is working on getting the word out 
about recruitment steps and hopes Sunday's 
talk will get some football players and their 
parents thinking and talking about recruiting. 

He’s been working in the college recruit- 
ing scene for years, formerly employed by 


Dartmouth College and the University of 


San Diego. A graduate of Malden Catholic 
High School, he was a highly-recruited ath- 
lete. 

He earned early acceptance to Harvard 
University, an appointment to the US Naval 
Academy and was also offered a full schol- 
arship to the University of New Hampshire.

He chose the Ivy League route and graduat- 
ed from Brown University in 1999, where he 
played quarterback and set passing records. 

His current employer, Williams College, 
was named the best small liberal arts college 
in the country by US News and World Report 
this year and also has a winning football 
team. 

He said he managed his own successful 
college recruitment process and still stands 
by some basic rules that are the crux of his 
book. In fact, the 55-page book, which costs

the book easy to understand, he said 

“| tried to make it as simple as possible 
because I know recruiting can be over- 
whelming,” Perry said. “But, not enough is 
said in the admission policies of colleges. 
I’m just hoping this (talk) helps some peo- 
ple.’

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Season isn’t over yet 


Hoopsters, gymnasts, swimmers impressive in competition

Could this be the year? 

The Andover High boys varsity basket- 
ball program, which has not produced a 
state title since 1970, is making a strong 
case for ending that 34-year drought. 

After a superb 19-2 regular season, 
including a perfect 13-0 mark as Merri- 
mack Valley Conference Division | 
champs, the 2003-04 Golden Warriors 
served notice to all tournament foes with a 
resounding 79-55 Division | North first- 
round romp over Somerville High Tuesday 
night before a vocal crowd at the Dunn 
Gym. 

As usual, Jack Barrett and Chris Vetra- 
no were on fire as the tireless pair com- 
bined for 47 points to power the attack 
against the visiting Hilltoppers. 

AHS took control immediately, racing 
to a commanding 22-7 lead less than six 
minutes into the game against No. 15 seed 
Somerville. 

By halftime it was 55-26, with the 55 
points the most for an Andover team in one 
half in recent memory. 

The Golden Warriors called off the dogs 
after the break and concentrated on 
defense, maintaining a 30-point lead most 
of the way before settling for the 24-point 
win. 

No. 2 seed Andover moves on to the 
quarterfinals where it faces either familiar 
MVC foe and No. 10 seed Haverhill (13-8) 
or No. 7 seed Peabody (14-6), who met ina 
first round game last night (Wednesday) 
after Townsman presstime. 

At presstime it also had not been deter- 
mined if the North quarterfinal, which is at 
the Dunn, will be played tomorrow night 
(Friday) at 7 p.m. or Saturday at 4 p.m. 

AHS head coach Dave Fazio was push- 
ing for tomorrow night in hopes of drawing 
a bigger crowd. 


Six days earlier Chris Vetrano made 
headlines throughout Eastern Massachu- 
setts when he became the first AHS hoop- 
ster, and one of a select handful of Bay 
State players, to score 2,000 career points. 

Vetrano, headed for the University of 
New Hampshire next fall, completed his 
steady climb to the milestone when he 
tossed in a lay-up midway through the sec- 
ond half of the regular-season finale against 
archrival Central Catholic. 

It was fitting the 2,000th was scored at 
home and done in a victory that enabled the 
Golden Warriors to finish undefeated in 
conference play. 

Vetrano currently boasts 2,022 career 
points. 

AHS undoubtedly would now boast a 
pair of 2,000 pointmen had Tom McLaugh- 
lin (1,564 points) not missed his entire 
senior season with a knee injury. 


Elsewhere on the AHS sports scene, the 
boys swim/dive, girls gymnastics and girls 
ice hockey teams once again moved center 
stage with memorable performances. 

The gymnasts were fourth at the All- 
State Meet, while the swim team also fin- 
ished fourth in a 36-school field at the 
North Sectional Championship Meet.
